Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, com­ 
mander of Allied forces in North 
Africa, on the return of tne Brit­

"Heavy tasks still lie before the 
armies of North Africa, but it is 
plain to me that nothing will stop 
the gallant men of the United Na­ 
tions who have already triumphed

The project was decided on Friday afternoon when A. V. Osborn, 
president of the Chamber of Commerce, met with Russell C. Palm, 
chairman of the C. of C. agriculture committee; Mack Parrett, Cham­ 
ber of Commerce secretary, and F. K. Blair, Pickaway county agri­ 
culture agent. 
The C. of C. program will be administered by Mr. Palm and Mr. 
Blair, both of whom are acquainted with the farm labor situation. 
Letters and cards on which members of the various organizations 
may register are being put into the mails Saturday by the Chamber 
of Commerce, and all cards are t o 
---- 
b* returned as soon as possible 
so the farm army can be organiz­ 
ed. 
The cards will contain all neces­ 
sary information, including name 
of registrant, whether man, wom­ 
an or child; hours during which 
persons will 
be 
available 
for 
work on farms; whether transpor­ 
tation is available to farms, and 
other data which will be important 
to the volunteer unit organizers. 
While the letters and cards are 
being sent only to members of the 
various civic organizations, other 
persons who will be available for 
farm work during the Summer and 
Fall are being urged to contact 
Mr. Palm or Mr. Blair to enroll.

Allergies Are Not New 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ALLERGY is one of those 
strictly technical scientific words 
that occasionally gets taken over 
into common speech, like “gravita­ 
tion," "electric,” "magnetic," “or­ 
bit," and ae is usual in such cases, 
in common speech it loses its exact 
meaning. To say, “This is an elec­ 
tric machine," has an entirely dif-

ferent meaning from, “His is an i 
electric personality." You hear, “I 
arn allergic to her," and it may 
mean, “She affects me very favor­ 
ably,” or “She irritates me." The 
way the word got into the lan­ 
guage la a key to what it should I 
mean. 
The fact that some people re­ 
acted differently than the majority 
of their fellows to common sub­ 
stances has been sporadically re­ 
corded by many older medical 
writers. Hippocrates wrote: "It 
is a bad thing to give milk to per- | 
sons haring headache.” 
Rostock's Paper 
John Boslock, in 1819, r«-id a 
paper before the London Medical 
Society in which he described hay 
fever in himself: 
* 
“About the beginning or middle 
of June in every year a sensation 
of heat and fullness is experienced 
in the eyes, gradually becoming 
converted into a combination of 
the most acute itching and smart­ 
ing. To this succeeds irritation of 
the 
nose, 
producing 
sueding, 
which occurs in fits of extreme vi­ 
olence, coming on at uncertain in­ 
tervals. To the inklings are added 
a farther sensation of tightness of 
the chest, and a difficulty of 
breathing." 
Henry Hyde Salter published 
his treatise “On Asthma” in 1868 
and noted: 
“One asthmatic is obliged to 
take a sea voyage; another can­ 
not stroke or nurse a cat; another 
is rendered asthmatic by a privet 
hedge; another cannot sleep upon 
a pillow stuffed with feathers, and 
one young lady I knew who did not 
dare to pass a pouher’s shop." 
Physicians, then even long ago, 
knew of these “queer" people who 
were “sensitive" to substances— 
smells and contacts and foods— 
that did not affect other people at 
SIL 


These separate facts were not 
scientifically grouped, however, 
until with the use of diphtheria 
antitoxin in 1893, serum reactions 
began to be common. Here would 
be a child who had required two 
doses of antitoxin and or receiving 
the second broke out with hives 
and had severe asthma. It was 
soon proved that the horse serum, 
rot the antitoxin, did this and that 
one dose sensitized the recipient to 
the second. This phenomenon was 
called anaphylaxis — the opposite 
of prophylaxis. 
It was seen, too, that this kind 
of reaction wa* the same as that 
of the hay Yever victim to pollen, 
of the hives patient to atrewber­ 
ries, and of the asthma victim to 
horse dander. But here no previ­ 
ous sensitization could be proved. 
To such natural (as opposed to 
experimental) sensitization was 
given the name allergy, which 
means “another kind of energy.” 
It implies that a food which 
would have one kind of energy for 
you would have another kind for 
the person allergic to it 
So when a person says he is al­ 
lergic to work, it means literally 
that he spends a great deal of en­ 
ergy doing something else. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
W. P. P.: A nurse tells me she 
has a patient who has a different 
heart and pulse. Is this possible ? 
Answer: In some forms of ir­ 
regularity of the heart, due to 
what is known as fibrillation, some 
beats of the heart muscle are not 
as strong as others. These weaker 
beata do not reach the pulse of the 
wrist and therefore the heart beat 
and the pulse beat are different. 


M. Z.: In a recent article you 
said: “Never give anybody with 
abdominal pain a cathartic: use a 
hot water bottle and if the pain ii 
still there eight hour* later, call 
a doctor." If that pain should turn 
out to be appendicitis, don’t you 
think a hot water bottle would be 
bad? 
Answer: No, not one-tenth as 
bad as g ving a cathartic. If the 
trouble ii a simple spasm due to 
enteritis, th* hot water bag tends 
to calm it down. If there is real 
appendicitis, th* hot water bag 
tend* to localize it. If under the 
hot water bag treatment, in a few 
hours the pain is still present, 
there is still time to call a doctor.

WIREWORMS are a menace to 
the lawn, flower garden, Victory 
vegetable garden and especially 
to corn plantings. They are often 
found in abundance in light soils. 
Plants attacked by wireworms 
soon begin to look sickly and 
when they are dug up it win be 
found that the worms have eaten 
practically all the roo ta. 
The illustration of a wireworm 
feeding on the tender roots of a 
plant in the accompanying Gar* 
den-Graph shows the worm about 
twice the size it actually is In real 
life. The 
/beworm usually Is 
atx >ut one and one-half Inches 
long, slim and either orange- 
vn or yellow in color. As these

name for them is “skipjacks." 
One effective way of ridding the 
Victory garden of wireworms is to 
trap them by appealing to their 
greediness. Place onc-lrch square 
piece* of carrot two inches deep 
in the soil, and a foot apart. Have 
the pieces of carrot spitted with 
a small stick so they can easily 
be pulled up. 
Th* wireworm* 
which will be found clinging to 
the pieces of carrot can then be 
dropped Into a can and after* 
wards destroyed.

Prosecutor George E. Gerhardt plans to confer next week with O, 
Miller Beckett, Commercial Point banker, to determine whether a kid­ 
naping charge will be pressed against Charles McGraw-, alias Chicle ^ 
Donovan, a London prison farm convict, who is up for conditional re­ 
lease or parole this Fall. 
McGraw, a resident of Columbus, has been serving time since Janu­ 
ary 26, 1933, when he was sentenced by the late Judge Joseph W\ Ad­ 
kins to serve IO to 25 years in the prison for robbery. McGraw bas a l-^ 
ready been in the Ohio pen and 
................................................................ 
at the prison farm more than IO and, after threatening to drop him 
years. 
Ohio parole officers have inform­ 
ed Prosecutor Gerhardt that they 
will release McGraw to Pickawray 
county authorities to face the ab­ 
duction charge on August 2 
or 
they will grant him a parole Octo­ 
ber I, in case Pickaway county 
does not want him. 
Since McGraw is under indict­ 
ment for abducting Mr. Beckett, 
the prosecutor Intends to put the 
matter up 
to 
the 
Commercial 
Point banker. Gerhardt said that 
prosecution will be pressed if the 
banker, who was kidnaped 
and 
robbed by a gang of which Mc­ 
Graw was a member, so desires. 
Mr. Beckett was abducted early 
in January, 1933, by several men 
w-ho tried to force him to open the 
vault at the Commercial Point 
bank of which he w-as 
and 
is 
cashier. Ile told them the bank’s 
vault was operating by a 
time 
lock and that he could not open 
it. The gang took him to the Frank 
road bridge over the Scioto river 


into the water, tied him with rope 
and placed him in weeds along th* 
river. He later escaped. The men a 
took money and some personal 
effects from Mr. Beckett. 
Investigation by the office

Sheriff Charles Radcliff resulted 
in the gang being apprehended.

Convicted with McGraw 
were 
John (Slim) Mullins, sentenced to
